'I'lie SPE.AKER laid before the House a report 
from the President of the Board of Internal Iinprove- 
ineiit in relation to certain claims, for damages by 
shifk-water iinproverncnts : which was referred to 
the commit lee on Internal Improvement. 

And then the Chair announced the daily recess.

The SPE.VKER resumed theCliair. 

The bill way then ordered to engrossment and a 
third reading. 

When Air. AI.\YES took tlie floor and occupied 
the allotted thirty iniimtes in oppo-itiou to the bill. 

Air. DUNCAAi jiroposed to amend by adding to 
the priqxisition tfie provisions of the hill to incor- 
ponte the Lurking and Lexington Railroad Compa- 
iiy. 

Air. STE\ KN.'sON was then heird in support of 
the bill asdi>tmct from the aineiulment just propos- 
ed.

Air. L. COAIBS moved to put the proposition in 
the alternative — making it optional with the Leg- 
islature whether to receive the )S»1(K).0(H) or the 
stock. — by way of amendment to the amendment of- 
fered by the gentleman from Alauison: which car- 
ried. 

.And the amendment as amended, was then adopt- 
ed. 

And then (the amendment offered by the gentle- 
man from Bourbon being ruled out of order.) the 
amendment by way of substitute, reported by ‘.he 
select committee, as ameuded, vvas concurred in by i 
the House. 

Air. DALL.AAI asked the unanimous consent of! 
the House to insert an amendment out of order in 
the body of the hill. [Agreed, agreed.] 

The CLERK then read the amendment, striking 
out that portion which reserves to the State the 
right to tax tlie capital stock as real estate after a 
dividend of five per cent shall have been declared.

When the report was read. Air. DALL.AAI arose .

Air. PETERS proposed to amend as heretofore 
described, when the subject was first before the 
House: but before the amendment was matured. 

The House adjourned. 

REMARKS OF AIR. ALEXANDER, of .AIeade. 

In coimnittce of the Whole, on the bill to incorporate 
the fiickin; River Navigation Company. 

Mr. Chairman : 

I have seldom troubled this House since I have 
had the honor of a seat on this floor; nor should I 
ask the indulgence at this time, but for an impera- 
tive sense of duty which I owe to those whom I 
I have the honor to represent on tliis occasion. I re- 
gret, sir, th.at I cannot concur in opinion with the 
geiitlcinen who seem so suliciiuns that this bill shall 
pass, and hence I hope I shall lie permitted to 
say, that my confidence in the judgment and patri- 
otism of the gentlemen who are advocating this bill 
with so much ardor, satisfies me that thev are do- 
ing that which they believe will result in great ben- 
efit to the Commonwealth at large. On this ques- 
tion I trust that I am ae»uated by equally patriotic 
and honest motives; although I differ so widely 
from them, the principles upon which I rest my op- 
position to this bill are too evident and plain, I 
humbly think, to be unobserved by any gentleman 
on this floor; they will, at least I nope, present them- 
selves as worthy of some slight consideration by 
members of the House, who will presently be call- 
I ed on to vote on this subject. 

i What is asked of us by this bill? Weareaskedby 
I the friends of this measure to incorporate a com- 
pany and grant them the privilege of completing the 
works of improvement commenceil by the Stale on 
Licking River, and now in on unfinished state. — 
'fliis request I might be somewhat disposed to 
I grant them: but they go a step further and ask that 
tlie work already done by the Slate shall be given to 
the coinpany without one cent of compensation to 
the Stale from the company. The last is alone suffi- 
cient to compel me to cast iny vote against the 
bill. 

Air. Chairman, whatever my private inclinations 
might induce me to do in reference to this subject, 

I hope, I sliall not forget the high and responsible 
situation that I occupy, whilst I sustain the rela- 
tion that I now do to the people whom I have the 
honor to represent, and to the [icopic of this proud 
old ' ommonwealth; were I to vote for the bill, I 
should prove recreant to the trust committed to my 
charge, and violate one of the cardinal principles of 
justice by bestowing that which has been accom- 
plished hy the sweat and toil of the pe\>ple of this 
I Commonwealth upon the proposed Licking River 
I Coinpany. This I feel satisfied would be objected 
to by all. except those who are to derive the imme- 
diate benefits arising from the completion of this 
work. Do gentlemen pretend to urge as a reason 
why thi « bill should pass that thi; work already done, 
has been done by the people of the Licking river val- 
ley ? 'I'hey do not; but, sir, they will, on the other 
hand, admit that the people of the whole Stale are 
directly interested to the amount respectively paid in 
by wav of taxation in proportion to the amount of 
property owned by each. Then, sir, let me ask, are 
we, the representatives of the people, to bestow their 
means on others without their con.-ent? I. for one. 
cannot do so. But I am here met by an imposing 
argument, that the bill secures to the State the 
right to purchase the improvements at a future day 
by paying to the company the amount ex;>ended by 
them witli six per cent, interest thereon. This pro- 
vision does not remove the objections presented to 
my mind by the provisions of the bill. In offering 
this privilege to the Slate, the framers of the bill 
are aware of the present financial condition of the 
State, and her present utter inability to complete 
anv works of the kind. The amount of the demands 
she will be compelled to meet at staled periods, ut- 
terly precludes the idea for one moment that sho 
would be enabled to accept the privilege secured by 
the bill to the State in the given time. But let ns 
inquire whether any real benefit is secured to the 
State by this provision, or whether it is only a lure 
held out to catch the unsuspecting. I con tend, that 
she is placed in no better condition ; or that no pe- 
culiar lienefits are secured to her other than she 
now possesses. None, I presume, will deny the 
right of the Slate to complete the work already be- 
gun, if she should think projicr so to di>. Then, sir, 
if this is granted, would it not be better that she 
should do so now, than wait the periiul fixed on by 
the bill, for the purchase by the Slate. She cer- 
tainly could beyond the question of a doubt, com- 
plete the work at as small an e.xpense as the pri>- 
posed company. But, sir, we are told that it wotild 
be a peculiar favor granted to this CominoiiwealtU 
to permit her to purchase these works, by paying aa 
addition of six per cent, on the prime cost after the 
completion of them. I cannot, I confess, discover 
any special benefits to be derived by reasons of ibis 
feature in the bill.
